THE SHORT ITEM this year is Onion seed, 
this being the second bad crop on this staple. There 
is sure to be a very serious shortage. ‘The Yellow 
and Red Globe sorts being the most short, prices are 
already way up, and as soon as there is really any 
demand, we look for very high prices along the 
whole list. 


BEWARE OF CHEAP SEED. The high price 
is calling out some southern-grown stocks that in an 
ordinary year are grown only for the set trade. 
This seed will not give satisfaction, as it is badly 
mixed, being neither red nor yellow, and of little 
value, except for growing onion sets. 


BEET SEED CROPS in. Europe, where most of 
the stock comes from, were very short, and prices 
should be higher than they are. This item does not 
cut so much figure with our customers. 


ONION SETS are a short crop, and the prices 
will be higher when the season for planting arrives. 
Order early, as our unsold stock is very limited.
